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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Lo the Crtizens of Cheshire County: 


In compliance with the laws of the state, the commis- 
sioners of the county of Cheshire herewith submit the annual 
report, exhibiting the receipts and expenditures relative to the 
business matters over which they have control, with the 
reports of other county officers required by law, for the year 


ending December 31, 1894. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


It is a great pleasure to us to be able to report to the citi- 
zens of our county that the entire outstanding indebtedness 
has been paid, and the county finds itself for the first time in 
many years without an interest bearing indebtedness. On the 
first day of January, 1894, there was outstanding three notes 
of $5,000 each, all of which have been paid during the year, 
including interest, amounting to $15,583.33, leaving a balance 
in the hands of the treasurer of $27,026.70, which will, we 
think, be nearly sufficient to pay the current expenses of the 
county for the next full year. This, of course, does not antici- 
pate any unusual expense, such as a costly murder trial, or 
extensive repairs. We believe the present amount in the 
treasury is $10,000 in excess of what is actually necessary, 
and as the appropriation for the present year was made by the 
convention of 1893, which will, ‘‘if assessed and collected,” 
add, in all probability, $10,000 more to the unnecessary. sur- 
plus, we hope the present county delegation will find a proper 
way of reducing the amount already appropriated for 1895, 
thus relieving the tax payers of an unnecessary burden. In 
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the matter of expenditures, over which the commissioners 
have control, it has been their aim to practice as strict econ- 
omy as justice would permit. We feel that we can congratulate 
the tax payers of the county on the assured fact that the taxes 
for the future are to be greatly reduced. ‘The entire property 
belonging to the county is in excellent state of repair. The 
largest item in the way of repairs the past year was incurred 
by the purchase of metallic vaults for the heavy index books in 
the register of deeds office, the total expense being $325. 
The register and commissioners were satisfied that this was 
the proper thing to do, and we hope and expect the people 
will approve our action. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


Mr. Henry D. Pierce gave up the position of superintend- 
ent of the county farm and almshouse on the first of last May, 
after having served the county faithfully and efficiently for a 
term of five years, with the commendation of ‘+ well done.” 
The commissioners consider themselves most fortunate in 
being able to secure the services of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. 
Whitman to fill the place thus made vacant. 

It will be remembered by many that Mr. and Mrs. Whit- 
man have served previously a five years’ term in this institu- 
tion, and with their experience here and elsewhere in caring 
for the poor and unfortunate, well qualifies them for this trying 
and responsible position. The commissioners feel sure that 
the interests of the county, as well as that of the inmates are 
being faithfully attended to by Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, aided 
by competent assistants. The premises are always found in 
perfect order, and the discipline and management of the 
inmates what it should be. All of the buildings connected 
with the farm are in good condition, and will need very little 
repairing for the next few years. 

There have been, we think, a larger number of inmates 
admitted and discharged from the almshouse during the past 
year than in any previous year since its establishment, and 
although there has been during the larger part of the year, a 
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large increase in numbers, they have all been comfortably 
provided for, and there was room for more of those who ought 
to have been sent there. 

There are still a few places in the county where the senti- 
ment seems to prevail that the almshouse is a place to be 
avoided, but after years of careful observation we are satisfied 
that many more of our paupers should be supported at the 
almshouse, where the county has provided at great expense 
a suitable place, and where those needing assistance would 
find a far better home than where they are supported outside. 
We urge this matter, after having seen many of the places 
where the outside poor are being supported, and we do it in 
the interest of common decency and humanity, and not merely 
to save a little expense to the county. We are pleased to 
acknowledge our great obligation to the overseers of the poor 
of the several towns for their faithful services in looking after 
the county poor in their respective towns. 

There has been an increase in the expense of supporting 
the outside poor the past year amounting to about $3,000, 
one-half occurring in a single town. ‘This was occasioned 
largely, we think, by the closing for some time of the mills, 
thus showing conclusively that we must foster and protect our 
manufacturing industries if we would prosper as communities 
at large. 

JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 

Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Chapin have added another year of 
faithful service to their long and honorable record in the man- 
agement of this institution. There has been a large number 
of commitments during the year, but the expense has been 
reduced quite largely from last year. 

We believe there was a most serious mistake made in the 
arrangement of the cells for the detention of female prisoners, 
as they are at present located, there being nothing to prevent 
the male and female prisoners conversing with each other with 
the utmost ease. ‘This, all will admit, is not as it should be. 
This defect can be remedied, either by filling up the open 
space between the upper and lower story of the jail building, 
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or by providing new cells for the female prisoners in that part 
of the building formerly used as a workshop. Something 
should be done in the near future to remedy this defect. 

It is with feelings of sadness that we recall the death of 
our friend and associate, Mr. Arad Fletcher, of Keene, who 
was serving his first term as county commissioner; a man of 
large experience and rare good judgment, honored and es- 
teemed for his strict integrity. Mr. Elbridge Kingsbury was 
appointed to serve the unexpired term.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commisstoners for Cheshire 
County: 


GENTLEMEN,—I1 herewith submit my report for the last 
eight months. Having been engaged by you as superintendent 
of your county farm and almshouse, I commenced my duties 
May first. I found the buildings in excellent repair and the 
farm in a good state of cultivation. ‘The hay crop was very 
large, and I think the corn crop very good for the exceedingly 
dry season; we had less than ten acres planted to corn and 
harvested 875 bushels of very nice corn, which would be a 
yield of 90 bushels per acre. The potato crop was light, but 
I think will be sufficient. I would recommend that potatoes 
be purchased for planting next season. We milked fifteen 
cows, on an average the past season, and the returns have 
been quite favorable. From April first to the middle of June 
the milk was all sent to the Westmoreland creamery, and 
during the remaining time to September 23, we made 392 
pounds of butter for use at the almshouse, sending the balance of - 
milk to the creamery, making 39,720 pounds of milk delivered 
at the creamery for the whole time, for which we received 
$308.82. The expense of carrying the milk was $59.56, 
leaving a balance of $249.26; adding the price of the 392 
pounds of butter made at the almshouse at 22 cents per pound 
would be an income of $335.50 for nearly six months. 

September 23, I commenced sending cream to C. G. Brit- 
ton, and to January 1, 1895, I sent 155 cans for which we 
received $205.10. I am much in favor of raising cream in 
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the Cooley creamery as the milk is of much more value to use 
in the almshouse for food and in the many ways of preparing 
foods, giving a larger variety, and at the same time materially 
lessening the cost of living. Iam pleased to say that Dr. J. 
A. Craig is still the attending physician, as we have always 
considered him to be a very skillful practitioner. Rev. G. W. 
Ruland having resigned his office as chaplain, Rev. C. A. 
Tenny was engaged about the middle of May to fill the 
vacancy, and has held meetings once in three weeks since that 
time, and has endeared himself to all by his kindly manner, 
both of addressing them in the chapel and by his cordial 
greetings. 

Robert L. Manley has been with me as assistant superin- 
tendent, and has proven himself to be a competent and very 
steady young man. Mrs. Emma A. Howard acted as assist- 
ant matron up to the first of November, and we regret that she 
was obliged to sever her connections with us, as she seemed 
to be well fitted for the position. 

It affords me much pleasure to say that my association with 
the commissioners have been of the most pleasant nature, and 
I have observed much promptness in their responses to all 
calls upon them for articles of need, and much credit is due 
them for the very kind manner in which all needed advice and 
instruction has been given. We find the erection of the new 
building for the insane to be a move in the right direction, 
and with the dry season just passed, [ am sure we should have 
been much inconvenienced without the steam pump for filling 
the water tanks from which we receive water for all parts of 
the buildings. During ordinary seasons it will not be 
necessary to use the water taken from the brook for other 
purposes than washing and for supplying one of the steam 
boilers, the water for drinking and cooking purposes being 
drawn from pure springs. 

If my communication is not already too long and tiresome, 
I would like to answer a question that is quite often asked me 
by citizens of Cheshire county, and that is, ‘*‘ How many 
inmates is the institution capable of accommodating?’ In 
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answering the inquiry, I must say that it depends entirely 
upon the nature and condition of the patients admitted. If 
the conditions of a sufficient number be such that we might fill 
the dormitories with safety to all, the number might be 100, 
but with my present and past experience, I am convinced that 
with our limited number of single rooms, and the condition 
mentally and physically of the larger per cent. of inmates 
received here we cannot properly and conveniently care for 
more than eighty. I think the erection of another building no 
smaller than the new addition would be a move in the right 
direction, especially if a house of correction is to be maintained 
in connection with your almshouse. 

To any one residing within the county not familiar with 
the institution and its management, we would cordially invite 
them to visit us on any week day (not on Sundays), and we 
shall be pleased to show them around. While we do not ask it, 
we would say that if your visits be made from ten a. m., to 
three p. m., we would suggest that these be the most -con- 
venient hours for us to receive callers and to give them our 
attention. In closing, I wish to kindly thank the ladies of the 
W.C. T. U. for their pleasant visit to us during the holidays. 
I also wish to thank them in behalf of the inmates for the 
many gifts presented to them. ‘Thanks are due Mrs. G. H. 
Crowningshield for a nice lot of beautiful pansy blossoms. 
We have received donations of papers for which the givers 
have our thanks, and we assure all that their kindness will not 
be forgotten. There have been thirty-nine inmates admitted 
to the institution during the year, thirty-four discharged, two 
escapes and eight deaths. Remaining January 1, 1895, 64, 
making 108 at the institution during the year beginning Jan- 
uary I, 1894, and ending January 1, 1895, not including con- 
victs.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT.

To the Flonorable Board of Commissioners for Cheshire 
County: 


GENTLEMEN,—I herewith submit to you my annual report 
as physician to Cheshire county almshouse, for the year ending 
January 1, 1895. 

Practically nothing has occurred ined my past year’s 
service from the regular routine of duties. 

Fortunately no epidemic of contagious or infectious disease 
has invaded the household. ‘The absence of the above dis- 
eases has not been secured by prophylactic endeavors on the 
part of the inmates of the institution, but they have been in- 
vited by the personal unclean habits and morbid mental con- 
ditions which greatly predominate. 

Two important factors in the prevention of diseases have 
averted thus far and restricted their entrance into the institu- 


29 


tion, viz: ‘‘ cleanliness and sanitation,” which is only secured 
and maintained by constant scrutiny on the part of those in 
charge, and cleaning house nearly every day of the year. 

It has been decidedly noticeable that a large per cent. ad- 
mitted for treatment have been of foreign birth, showing con- 
clusively that from year to year this class of patients has in- 
creased, and will, in the near future, predominate as objects 
of charity in institutions erected for charitable purposes. 

While the mantle of charity, as expressed by the citizens 
of Cheshire county and applied through its officers designated 
for that particular duty, is seldom refused to the deserving, 
yet this past year has been one where there has been more de- 
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signing patients, feigning disease, or more commonly called 


‘¢ maligners,” 


and without any exceptions these patients have 
been recent arrivals in this country. Patients of this class re- 
gain their health slowly in their own estimation, and seemingly 
not anxious for a recovery so complete as to permit them to 
earn their own livelihood. 

Patients often admitted for treatment, owing to a lack of 
intelligence or inability to speak our language, can give but a 
very imperfect and misleading history of their case prior to 
their entrance to the institution, and I would suggest that 
patients, on their removal for treatment, should be accom- 
panied by a written history of the important features of their 
case by their physician, or some reliable person familiar with 
the circumstances. 

As a portion of the past year’s service was under the 
supervision of superintendent Henry D. Peirce, I cannot, in 
justice to a competent official and kindly disposed man, pass 
him by unnoticed, and it is safe to add that it would be a com- 
pliment to any superintendent to retire with the respect and 
esteem that he was held in by those under his supervision. 

I have been ably supplemented in my efforts to relieve the 
suffering of the unfortunate inmates, by the superintendent 
and matron, Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Whitman, their previous 
experience being a valuable adjunct in connection with their 
disposition to fulfill their respective duties in a manner com- 
mensurate with the gravity of responsibilities which devolve 
upon them. 

Eight deaths have occurred during the year. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks to 
superintendent and matron, Robert Manley, assistant, and 
Mrs. Lucy A. Goodell, assistant matron, for their kindness 
and courtesy, to the county commissioners for their spirit of 
courtesy and promptness.

The duties of chaplain were entered upon May 2%, 1894, 
succeeding the services of Rev. Geo. W. Ruland. 

Gospel services have been conducted in the chapel, Sunday 
afternoons, once every three weeks. ‘The endeavor has been 
earnestly made to speak to the people in such a simple, straight- 
forward way as to incline their hearts to trust in a loving, 
sympathizing Savior. Realizing to some extent the power of 
gospel song over the heart, a special effort has been made to 
have good hearty singing. A chorus of young christian peo- 
ple from East Westmoreland render this service very accept- 
ably. At present the inmates have very little active part in 
the worship. If the more intelligent of them were provided 
with bibles and hymn books, it would add to the interest of 
the services. 

An effort is now being made to provide religious instruc- 
tion for the children every Sunday. 

The efficiency and thoroughness of the management in 
providing for the physical and spiritual comfort of the people 
accounts for the general feeling of content that pervades the 
institution. Cheerfulness, cleanliness and careful supervision, 
controlled by a firm hand, reign in our county farm. 

The superintendent and his assistants have been uniformly 
kind and sympathetic toward the religious work.

I have received no money belonging to the county. 

The case of R. P. Leonard against the county is still upon 
the civil docket of the court.
